Business Operating C onU , T oo 
Interest Rate Rise Seen 
Affecting Family Budget

NEW YORK <APi - Credit is 


a way of life with many Ameri­ 
can families and most business­ 
men A general rise in interest 
rates thus can affect the family 
budget and business operating 
costs. 
But by how much? And how 
will they react’’ Those are the

It

borrow from it instead of the 4 
per cent as of last week This 
led many commercial hanks to

—Interest is tax deductible 
That is. it is part of operating
